Much Danger in Governmental Secrecy 


A minister of the Alberta government 
appears to have fallen into one of the pit- 
falls that has long been a danger to our 
system of government. This pitfall is the 
refusal to give information about his de- 
partment on the ground that it is not in 


the public interest. 


We are sure that no one will deny that 
there are times when a cabinet minister 
must be very close-mouthed about some 
government business, as for instance in 
the matter of oil leases. However, we can- 
not see where that has any bearing on the 
situation that arose in the legislature the 


other day. 


One of the Edmonton members, Mr. 


Harper Prowse, leader of 


party, asked the Minister of Public Works, 
Hon. D. B. MacMillan, for information on 
public works contracts let last year.

Editor, Bulletin—We, just a 
few Edmonton citizens, read with 
interest and due sympathy, the 
letter of Mrs, D, in the Bulletin 
Saturday, regarding the loss of 
bicycle parts, and, having resid- 
ed in this city for a number of 
years can assure Mrs. D. that if 
ever those parts are recovered it 
will be through no great effort 
of the Edmonton city police, 

We well remember a case of 
much more serious nature, which 
involved the death of a very 
young boy, and there too no in- 
vestigation was made, in fact the 
naivete of the police in this par- 
ticular case was nauseating to 
say the least. 

Certainly there must have been 
taken an explanation from the 
two men involved, but there was 
no effort made to confirm any 
statement made by* them. Nor 
were there any witnesses called 
for, and it was not known until 
after the inquest the utterly cal- 
lous treatment meted out to this 
child after his injury. 

This boy fell from a moving 
vehicle going at a rate of speed 
sufficient to cause a fractured 
skull, and lacerations to the 
brain, He was naturally lying 
unconscious on the road. No doc- 
tor or ambulance was summoned, 
not even his mother was called, 
and the home less than half a 
block away. This child of seven 
years, heavy for his age, was 
picked up by one person, don't 
forget the seriousness of the in- 
jury, and placed in the truck, 
taken out again further down the 
road, for the purpose of applying 
cold water, then put back into 
the vehicle. 

Can anyone guess what would 
happen to a child in such condi- 
tion with that treatment? Well 
after that they headed for the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, it 
being nearest, perhaps, but on 
the way the plans were evidently 
changed, and they ended up at 
the University hospital which is 
quite a lot further away, Of 
course the boy was dead on ar- 
rivals. How could hé be other- 
wise? 

Then after everything was neat- 
ly tucked away, these utterly ir- 
responsible men reported to the 
South Side police. 

We have not any doubt that if

Editor, Bulletin —At the annual 
general meeting of the Alberta 
division of the Canadian Cancer 
Society held in Lethbridge on 
March 11 a vote of thanks was 
made to the daily press of the 
province for its very generous 
support of the society's activities 
and its wide space to the cover- 
age of news in the fight against 
cancer generally, 

If, as we claim, publicization of 
the facts about cancer and the 
motivation of our citizens to do 
something about it, can be the 
means of saving up to a third of

Rent Controls 


Needed In Alberta 


Some months ago, this column 
approved the Alberta govern- 
ment’s attitude towards rent con- 
trol and suggested certain condi- 
tions necessary to deal with it. 
Federal controls are now to re- 
main but this doesn't alter the 
fact that the province needs some 
sort of legislation ‘for use should 
the federal act be withdrawn. 

The proposed Alberta legisla- 
tion is very simple, yet it would 
be quite effective within the 
limits of its purpose. 

It must be remembered that 
the province is not going into 
rent control as a permanent 
policy, The responsibility of the 
province is simply to protect ten- 
ants and landlords against ex- 
treme conditions which might 
arise if the federal legislation 
was suddenly wiped out. 

Thus the Alberta act will only 
apply to “all accommodation that 
is subject to rental control under 
the Dominion government War- 
time Prices and Trade Board 
regulations.” It will not apply to 
new construction because new 
construction has already been 
exempted. But the province does 
retain one safeguard. The pro- 
vincial act can be made to apply 
to other construction, apart from 
new construction, by order-in- 
council, New construction in 
cludes all construction - since 
January 1, 1947, 


Will Not 


Apply 

The act-witt-not, however, ap- 
ply to accommodation which had 
been decontrolled at the date 
when the Alberta legislation 
came into effect and the prov- 
ince could also decontrol other 
accommodation by order-in-coun- 
cil. 

Thus the whole application of 
the act is premised upon the idea 
of tapering off controls, 

The next important aspect is 
that the Alberta act will not at- 
tempt to set and regulate rentals, 
Instead it will take the situation 
as it finds it and so long as there 
is no difficulty, it will not in- 
terfere. 

When difficulties do arise, 
every effort will be made to ef- 
fect agreement between the ten- 
ant and the landlord. Thus, it is 


provided that any rent upon

which the tenant and landlord may 
agree, wiii be legal. 

If they cannot agree, then the 
Provincial officials may investigate, 
they will call the parties together 
and attempt to bring them to some 
agreement, but. if this fails, thon 
the Alberta board is given the 
right to fix tne rent at an amount 
which it considers fair, taking into 
account taxes, insurance, repairs, 
redecoration, alterations, deprecia- 
tion “at a rate not exceeding five 
per cent per annum,” operating 
costs, and a fair return to the land- 
lord on his investment “based on 
the fair actuai value of the accom- 
modation as determined by the 
board.” 

Naturally the ability of the board 
members will make quite a dif- 
ference in the administering of 
the act, but, on the basis of the 
legislation, this would appear to be 
a very fair and reasonable set-up. 


Harmony, 
Agreement 

It aims at achieving agreement 
and harmony, where possible, but 
at the same time provides the 
means for handling unreasonable 
landlords or tenants. 

No rental control could be effec- 
tive if it were possible to get rid 
of a tenant at will. Thus, as part 
of its control powers the Alberta 
board also has authority to prevent 
a tenant being improperly evicted. 

The act permits tenants being 
evicted for non-payment of rent, 
breach of contract, where the ten- 
ant has agreed to vacate, and for 
a number of other specified rea- 
sons. But the act also prohibits a 
tenant being evicted, apart from 
these specified grounds, unless the 
permission of the board is secure‘, 
Thus the board, not only has the 
right to intervene, when necessary, 
but it also hag full powers to deal 
with all aspects of landlord and 
tenant relations. 

Tt avoids bureaucracy as much 
as possible. It will mean a mini- 
mum of regulnction, yet it is drafted 
in such a way that no tenant need 
have any fear of harsh treatment, 
while no landlord need fear undue 
interference with his property. It 
is sufficiently complete to enable 
any emergency being dealt with, 
yet it is designed to obviate the 
need for any contro! at the earliest 
possible moment,

Communist Abuses 
Abound In Germany 


Within the past week I have 
received a 14-page letter, by ex- 
traordinary roundabout means— 
Mt is dated in midJanuary—from 
a German in the Russian zone. 
Although I know him, he is the 
last person from whom I would 
expect to hear, for he has been 
a convinced Communist. The fol- 
lowing excerpts are from this 
letter, I have changed nothing 
except to translate kilograms into 
pounds, and marks into dollars. 
I have also suppressed whatever 
might give a clue to his identity, 
which is clear from the signa- 
ture and the letter itself, 

“The economic situation goes 
from bad to worse. More and 
more people—and always the 
most conscientious and competent 
—are being dismissed. The social- 
ized and half-socialized industries 
are occupied by Communists or 
scoundrels. (There are not enough 
Communists and some of these 
are no longer considered reli- 
able.) Just as under the Nazis, 
we have block and factory cells 
te check on everybody. 

“The glorification of Russia has 
taken fantastic forms. Last fall 
when a Russian marshal died, 
column-long articles appeared in 
the press praising his immeasur- 
able services to the German 
people. Then there was a mourn- 
ing demonstration staged with 
terrific organization. An immense 
procession of representatives of 
industry, the city administration, 
and workers marched through the 
middie of town with wreaths, 
some of them so enormous that 
it took four men to carry them. 
The Leipzig newspapers head- 
lined ‘Leipzig Honors Great So- 
viet Patriot.’ 

“Every block in that town had 
to send representatives, This was 
the opening act of an incredible 
canonization of Stalin in honor 
of his 70th birthday, Beating the 
drums began weeks ahead and 
feverish preparations filled all 
papers. 

“Finally, a great ‘initiative’ 
was taken. The workers could 
not better honor the great pro- 
tector of Germany than to give 
a free hour of work for him, 
Pressure for such extra hours 
was irresistable. The Zeiss 
were ordered to create a plane- 
tarium to be paid fof out of the 
fund thus created, Whole trains 
full of gifis were set under way, 

“School children were compel- 
led to sign an address of loyalty 
and congratulations to Stalin, 
Time after time the people en- 
tered the class rooms with these 
lists, At firat few children would 
sign; but finally all signed, be- 
cause they had been informed 
that a ‘negauve’ attitude would 
bar them from high school, It is 
already hard for children from 
former middle-class homes to ex- 
pect high school, Children of 


independent businessmen are 
automatically barred. 

Soviet 

Culture 


“A few years ago an associa- 
tion was formed for the study of 
Soviet culture. Now it has chang- 
ed its name to ‘The Society for 
German4Soviet Friendship’ and 
everybody is morally compelled 
to join. Compulsion is shame- 
less. Whoever refuses is threat- 
ened and dismissed from his job. 

“The press is exclusively an 
organ for putting through these 
measures and staging competi- 
tions to attain various goals. Hu- 
man exploitation reaches greater 
and greater lengths. Ever new 
production norms are set and old 
norms abolished. People think 
this cannot go further, but it 
does, The workers are compel- 
led to call on their comrades to 
speed up, while in the back- 
ground the servile Communist 
barkers raise their cries, and 
behind them stand the Russians, 
pressing the last drop of blood 
out of the workers. The bitter- 
ness through the whole working 
class is terrific, but futile. 

“Over against the workers the 
‘intelligentsia’ on whom the Rus- 
sians depend for influencing 
public opinion are coddled. In 
January, 1948, we got the first 
news of special extra rations for 
them, -At Christmas, 1949, 156 
professors and others of the new 
elite received special good gifts 
—luxurious by existing stan- 
dards, The workers are furious 
about this. 

“By the bax system, firm after 
firm is going bankrupt, and those 
that function are held up for 
money as if by criminal racka- 
teers, in an attempt to get to- 
gether money for the collapsing 
state. But money cannot be ex- 
tracted from stone, 

“The Russians are still export- 
ing the major part of industrial 
production, 

“Under such conditions the so- 
called planned economy totally 
breaks down, 

“Denunciation has become a 
major activity requiring immense 
bureaus to check and control, The 
worst human qualities are syete- 
matically encouraged,

“Agricultural products are obvi- 
ously leaving the country, for 
Sachsen - Anhalt, Mecklenburg, 
and what is left of Pomerania 
normally have a flourishing agri- 
culture, Nevertheless, the basic 
daily ration is 1b. of bread and 
1 bb. of potatoes per day, with 
other foods so minute that they 
only can be recorded on a weekly
